the Society or the affiliated Societies. 

And Whereas the Society now proposes to grant licences for 
the public performances of music in its repertoire, the state- 
ment of fees, charges or royalties which It proposes to colect 
until further notice is as follows : — 

Annual Licences : 

Tariff 1 1 : The Society’s charge for a licence for the use of 
Its repertoire performed mechanically including Radio/Tran- 
sistor shall be : 

(1) Showrooms, Departmental Stores, Retail Shops, 
Banks : Rs. 50/- per annum per 250 sq. feet or part 
thereof from wall to wall floor area subject to a 
minimum charge of Rs. 150/- per annum payable in 
advance. 

, 

(2) For Beauty Parlour, Hair Dressing Saloon, Sauna 
Baths, Health Centres etc : Rs. 25/- per annum per 
150 sq. ft. area subject to a minimum charge of 
Rs. 150/- per annum payable in advance. 

(3) Kiosk Stalls selling refreshments. Tea, Flowers, etc: 
Rs. 25 /- per annum per 25 sq, feet jrea subject to 
a minimum charge or Rs. 50/- per annum payable 
in advance. 

(4) For Mannerequin Dress and other Fashion Shows : 
Rs. 20/- per show for each 45 minutes duration and 
for a setting capacity of not more than 100 persons. 
For each additional 100 seats or part thereof add 
Rs. 10/- per show. 

(5) Gramophone Recitals in Show-room, of Dealers of 
Musical Instruments, Records etc : R3, 50/- per 
ar| n"® per 250 sq. feet or part thereof from wall to 
wall floor area where public has access subject to a 
minimum charge of Rs, 150/- per annum payable 
in advance. 

Tariff 12 : Tariff for Minicipal Gardens, Parks, Promenades 
and Open Air Places : 

This tariff applies to entertainments to which there is no 
dhect charge for admission, or where the direct charge for 
admission does not exceed 50 paise, and the Inclusive annual 


or seasonal charges thereunder are calculated according to the 
following daily rates : 

(a) Orchestras and Bands : For performances provided 
by performance in person : For each orchestra or 
band : 20/- rupees per day. If the music is re- 
layed through loundspeakers, the foregoing charge Is 
increased by 50% 

(b) Performances provided by Mechanical Means other 
than Juke Boxes : For performances provided by 
record or tape players or radio loudspeakers : 

Where the performance is relayed through one relay 
point : 5/- rupees per day. 

For each additional relay point — 2.50 rupees per 

day. 

Where several low output loudspeakers are assembled 
on a single mounting so as to form a cluster 
of loudspeakers, such cluster ’ coristitutes 
a single relay point for the purpose of 
this tariff. 

Minimum Annual or Seasonal Charge : 2007-

Tariff 13 : Tariff for Stadium : 

This tariff is for performances given in conjunction only 
with normal sporting and similar events. 

Excluded from the scope of this tariff are concerts musical 
shows, festivals where music forms a part, and similar enter- 
tainments for which royalty rates under Society’s tariff 2 will 
apply. 

For performances by Bands, Orchestras or Record Players, 
the Society’s charges are calculated as follows 

For each 1,000 (or part of 1,000) persons average 
attendance — 5/- rupees per meeting 

Subject in the case of performances by bands or 
orchestras to a minimum daily charge of 50/- 
rupces 

Minimum Annal Charge — 250/- rupees 

Tariff 14 : Tariff for Railway Trains : 

This tariff is for background music performed by mechanical 
means (other than Juke Boxes) or by Radio diffusion as an 
amenity for passengers and crew on railway trains. The 
Society’s charge under this tarf(J, is calculated at the rate of 22 
paise per 100 persons unit seating (or part of such unit) per 
train km travel. 

Tariff 15 : Tariff for Motor Vehicles and any other public 
road transport : The Society’s charge under this tariff for a 
licence for the use of its repertoire performed mechanically 
or by radio diffusion is calculated at the rate of Rs. 20/- per 
unit seating of 5 persons (or part thereof) passenger carrying 
capacity subject to a minimum charge of Rs. 50/- per vehicle 
per annum payable in advance. 

Tariff 16 : International Aircraft operating under Air India 
or other Indian Corportion or Companies. 

For each aircraft travelling more than 12,00,000 kilometres 
per annum : 

the number of passenger seats multiplied by the average 
occupancy multiplied by Rupees 21 /- 

For each aircraft travelling more than 12J)0,000 kilometres 
per annum the royality will be increased proportion- 
ately. 

Example of assessment : aircraft seating 50 passengers, 
average occupancy 60%, travelling 20,00,000 kilo- 
metres during the year : 

50 x 60% x 20,00,000 x Rupees 21 

12,00,000 

=Rs. 1500/- Annual royalty. 

At the commencement of each licence year the certified 
particulars for the previous licence year shall be the basis on 
which the royalty for the current year shall be calculated.

REVISION OF TARIFFS 

The Society’s tariffs (statements of fees, charges or royalties 
relating to item No. 5 (HOTELS) as published in the Gazette 
Of India dated 29th November 1969 have been revised to take 
effect as from 1st May 1975, and the revised tariffs are now 
published as required by Subsection 1 of Section 33 of the 
Copyright Act 1957 (rule No. 12(1)) of the Copyright Rules 

The Society proposes to collect until further notice fees, 
charges, or royalty for the grant of licence or performance in 
pobllc of the copyright musical works in its repertoire in 
accordance with the under mentioned tariff : 

Tariff Item No. 2 : HOTELS 

(a) live Performances : promoted by the establishment 
themselves, and not at concerts or organised entertainment : 

(i) Where the annual expenditure by way of salaries and 
other payments to musicians and singers exceeds 
Rs. 40,000/- per annum the Society’s charge is 2% of 
such annual expenditure. 


(ii) Where the annual expenditure, as defined above, does, 
not exceed Rs. 40,000/- per annum, the Society’s 
charge, subject to a minimum licence fee of Rs. 50/-, 
shall be : 

For an orchestra or band of not more than 8 
musician — Rs. 3/- per day 

For an orchestra or band having more than 8 
musician — Rs. 5/- per day 

For a solo performer, vocal or instrumental or 
combined Rs, 2/* per day 

For each additional artists, singer or dancer — Re. 
1/- per day 

(b) Music by Mechanical means : 

(i) Piped or recorded music in each public room (the: 
Society’s fee under this item is based on the size and 
standing of each hotel separately depending on the 
number of letting bed-rooms and suites) : 

For Hotels with not more than 30 letting bed- 
rooms — Rs. 150/- per annum 

For each aditional letting bedroom — Rs. 5/- per 
annum 

Minimum charge for an annual licence — Rs. J 50/- 
Maximum charge for an annual licence — Rs. 5,000/- 
All royalties alKl charges payable annually in advance.
